Mr. Miller Christy’s work as editor of several volumes in the Hakluyt Society’s 
series is well known. In the present important work (which is exceptionally readable 
for a geographical treatise of the kind), Mr. Christy describes and discusses in detail 
the Silver Medallion, bearing a Map of the World, which was struck about the year 
1581 to illustrate and commemorate Drake’s Circumnavigation of the Globe in 1577-80. 

Of this medallion, only three examples are now known to exist. Apart from its 
high interest as a Monument of onr National History, and its extreme rarity, the map 
it bears (which is reproduced in facsimile as a frontispiece) proves on examination to 
be a masterpiece of the map-engraver’s art and of considerable cartographic importance. 
This map shows, by means of a dotted line and various inscriptions, the route taken by 
Drake, and the principal places he touched at are named. In all probability it was 
engraved in Paris, under the supervision of Richard Hakluyt, and by a certain carto¬ 
grapher who signed himself “ F. G.”

Count Hoym bought this 
copy at the sale of Colbert’s library in 1728, and caused it to be bound 
by A. M. Padeloup for him. At that time, the appendix of Part XI 
of the Grands Voyages was wanting, as well as the whole of Part XII; 
their places being taken by the Herrera of Amsterdam, 1622 
(equivalent to Part XII), and the Philoponns of Angsbarg, 1621 
(a useful addition). I have now caused the two imperfections to be 
supplied, and the set is therefore a most desirable copy of the famous 
collection. It has been carefully compared throughout with Lord 
Crawford’s collation, and with the exception of the first four parts of 
the Grand Voyages, which belong to the second edition, the set is 
throughout of the first edition. Folio 94 of Part XII of the Grands 
Voyage is given in duplicate in place of folio 95. All the parts of the 
Petits Voyages being of the original issue, the set does not of course 
comprise the Appendix to Part I, that appendix having been issued 
only with the second edition of the part in 1625; nor does it contain 
the Elenchns which Merian printed in 1634. 

As for anything which could be justly called an imperfection, the 
following is an exact statement:—In the Petits Voyages, Part XII, 
two maps are wanting (the Mogul Empire and China), and there is 
a hole in one leaf of text.

Excessively rare. The above is a copy of much historical interest, as it origi¬ 
nally belonged to Thomas Thirlby, the first and only Bishop of Westminster under 
Henry VIII, afterwards translated to the see of Norwich in the reign of Edward VI, 
and to Ely by Queen Mary. On the accession of Elizabeth he refused to take the oath 
of supremacy and was deposed. In 1560 he was committed to the Tower, because of 
his refusal to discontinue preaching against the Reformation. He died in 1570. In 
the calendar of this Primer he has noted the date of his deposition, and that of hi* 
committal to the Tower, as well as other incidents of less interest, such as that St. Paul’s 
spire was struck by lightning on June 4, 1561. A letter written in reference to the 
hook by the late Bishop Stnbbs of Oxford is enclosed.

The Kalendar is much cut down from Sarum use ; the chief difference in the Honrs 
between Qneen Mary’s Primer and this lies in the contraction of the service, and the 
rejection of the Suffrages of Saints. The Litany leaves out all Saints’ names, and the 
supplication for the Pominos Apostolicus is changed into a set of supplications for 
Henry the eighth (in three prayers). Queen Catherine and Prince Ed ward, the Bishops, 
the Lords of Counsaile and the nobilitie and the magistrates. The preceding prayers 
against hurt include one “ From all sedition and privy conspiracy, from the tyranny 
of the Bishop of Rome and all his detestable enormities, from all false doctrine, and 
heresy, etc. Good Lorde deliver us.” The Office for the Dead still contains the 
request for the purgation of souls.

The books published by the Stationers at the Sign of the Trinity in St. Paul’s 
Churchyard are few and of great rarity. This is one of the most interesting, as from 
the preface we gain most of onr information of William Bretton, the generous London 
merchant at whose expense many of the works were printed. This preface 14 takes the 
form of a letter from the editor to the publisher, and is headed : * Augustinus Aggeos 
Haios consumatissimo viro et mercatori fi. Guilbelmo bretton. s. d. p.* Bretton is told 
that he most have taken to heart the maxim of Plato that men are born not for their 
own good only, but for that of their country. To place good books within the reach 
of poor purchasers is a worthy deed, especially so in the case of works appertaining to 
the service of the Church.’*

A poetical volume of signal rarity, and an item of Shakespearean 
interest as its author is supposed by Malone and others to have been 
a relation of the bard and to have been the means of introducing him 
to the stage. He was a native of Stratford-on-Avon, but must not be 
confounded with his namesake the town-clerk of Stratford, who was 
also a kinsman of Shakespeare’s and often acted as his legal adviser. 
Greene, who acted at the Red Bull theatre, was one of the most 
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eminent comedians of his time. He is the hero of John Cooke’s 
Greenes Tu Quoque (1614), the title of which was altered from The 
City Gallant out of regard to the excellent acting of Greene, who took 
the part of Babble, a character whose invariable answer to every 
compliment is “ Tu quoque.” Thomas Hey wood, who edited the play, 
writes in the following terms of Greene: “ As for Maister Greene, all 
that I will speak of him is this: if I were worthy to censure, there was 
not an actor of his nature, in his time, of better ability in performance 
of what he undertook, more applauded by the audience, of greater 
grace at the court, or of more general love in the city.” 

As the title indicates, the poem is dedicated to King James, and 
contains references to the monarch in laudatory terms. The only 
other known production of our author is a contribution of eulogistic 
verses prefixed to Drayton’s Poems, 1605.

John Hey wood was one of the oldest English dramatists. He died 
abroad a few years after Queen Elizabeth’s coronation. This allegorical 
poem in octaves is an early precursor of Dry den’s ‘ Hind and Panther,' 
and is interesting for its connexion with the changes taking place in 
England in the matter of religion. The Spiders were emblems of the 
Reformers and the Flies were the English Catholics. The maid who, 
in the pictures and in the text, sweeps the windows clear of spiders 
and flies, is represented to be “ our sufferaigne Ladie, Queene Marie, 
and maide.” In his obscure parable, the author hints at one spider 
who took his death meekly and craved forgiveness for his sins. 

The book is a striking example of English skill in wood-engraving 
at the middle of the sixteenth century; all the illustrations being 
executed with perfect knowledge of design. They comprise 1 double 
page cut, 52 full-page (including the repeated portrait of Heywood), 
and 72 smaller ones; making 125 in all, besides numerous woodcut 
ornaments.

This most ancient monument of Castilian Poetry is dated in the era 1245 (a.d. 
1207 ?) and is a spirited description of the national hero, liodrick or Ray Diaz, Mio 
Cid semper vocatus , the only popular Spanish heroic character whose reputation may 
be said to have been European. It describes his life from the moment of his exile 
from Castile by Alfonzo VI. to his capture of Valencia, and his subsequent rule over 
that city until his death, especially describing the marriage of the Cid’s daughters, the 
treachery of their husbands the Counts of Carrion, and the punishment of the latter in 
single combat.

Thus a valuable picture may find its 
a reception-room to a bedroom, and from that, a generation or 
some attic or loft, where the chances are that it suffers from neg!< 
ultimately destroyed. We are continually hearing of the rescue 
pictures from such peril, but those that are saved are doubtless few « 
with those that ultimately disappear. It would be easy to compile a 
of important works of art known to have been in existence less than 
ago and now not to be traced.
